AN'e desire to assure 
yon ugiiin that we feel keenly the re- 
sponsibility of our position and tbe 
gravity of the situation, iind it would 
give us great pleasure to take :iny action 
wliicli \yon\d bring this coai strike to an 
end ill a niaiiner that would safeguard 
the inttu'c-^s of uur constituents. 

•"In 'proposing that tliero be an iui- 
nu.-di:ilo resuniiitiou of coal mining upon 
llie conditions we suggested in the con- 
fereiico at the White House, we believed 
tliat we liad gone more than half way, 
and bad met your wishes, 

"It is unnecessary this letter to re- 
fer to tlie malicious assault made upou 
us ill tlie response of tho coal operators 
We feel contideut that you must have 
been impressed AVith the fairness of our 
proposition aud the insincerity of those 
•%vho maligned us. Having iu luind our 
cxper'euco with the coal operators in 
the jiiist, w(^ have no reason to feel any 
lie-rce of coulidence in their willingness 
to do us justice in the future; aud, inas- 
much as they havi> retusi'd to accept tlie 
decision of a tribunal selected liy you, 
and inasmuch as there is no law lirougl. 
which you could enforce the tindings of

Fears Cuba Is Drifting Away From

Washington, D. G., Oct. 9.— Tho situa- 
tion as to Cuba is such at present as to 
give o.fflciels here great concern. It i« 
feared that Cuba is drifting away and 
cvideuco is multiplying day by day to 
mark tlio growth of indifference toward 
tho cultivation of friendly commercial 
rclatious with tho United States, which 
almost borders on hostility. Tho best 
efforts of tho State Department have 
failed to securo tho adhesion of the Cu- 
ban government to the treaty which by 
tho terms of the Piatt amendment; must 
be entered into botweou the two gov- 
eriinienls. The dida.y is all on one side, 
namely at Havana, for Secretary ilay 
and the iGuban minister Souor Quesada 
liave performed their part in drafting a. 
treaty which it is believed carries out 
the intent of Congress. That treaty Is 
now awaiting the approval of the Cuban 
goverument, which approval is withheld 
not with any expressed intention of re- 
jecting tho convention, hut through •what 
regarded hero. as the natural inercm 
of tho Onbaus in diplomatic matters. 
This tri'hty includes provisions for a 
cousiileralde ineasuro of reciprocity be- 
tween the United States and Cuba and 
whilo it is true that tlie CuIkuis be- 
lieve that the United States has becu 
rntheiJ niggardly iu tbe arningeiucnl (d' 
tli(> reciprocity sclicdule, the idijcetioiis 
are not regarded as ■sulllcient to account 
for I lie .m-c;it diday in CDneludiiig the 
treaty. Hovever, there is no intention, it 
is saiil, to resort to any undue ipressui'i

STRIKES INL IT'RANGE. 

A Hundred and Tweiitr Thousand Men 
Will Stop Work. 

Paris, Oct. 9.— Despatches received 
here from tho coal miniug regions indi- 
cate that tlie strikers liumliered , about 
00,000 men this morning, the depart- 
ments affected being the Nord, tho Pas 
de Calais and tho Loire and the Car- 
ni.aux coal .field. Tho government has 
issued rigorous instructions to prevent 
disorders. 

Further information received hero 
from the co:il mining regions indicate 
that the strike is sin-eadiug rapidly, but, 
while in the Pas de Calais, Nord and 
other districts the cessation o£ work is 
:ilreaily ccuiiplete, in other re.gions tlie 
mines iiro still working nt full capacity. 
The strikers iu the Pas de Calais ilistrict 
number 47,000 men. 

The Yellows, as the anti-strikers a^e 
called, are (preparing to offer "resistance 
in case attetnj)ts are made to prevent 
them from working. Tlioy ;ire distribut- 
ing pistols and cartridges and are or- 
^.'aiiix.iiur nislit patrols. It is proh.iblo 
that at the most only J'2n.000 out of 
Ki.'-O'll). the totiil nnuiber of coal miners 
iu Fi-:iiiee, \\ ill join the strike. 

Several liisi urha noes have been 
ported, but no siuious trouble has yet 
<iceiiricd Strong iiodies of gendarmes 
and troops are guarding the pits and 
patrolliiii: th(> districts where attempts 
at viidence are feared.

TRADE AND OOM'MKROB.. 

Some tinio ago the iGolonist -yentured 
to predict that affairs could not go ou 
in the United States as they wero then 
doing without a, serious financial crisis 
supervening. ' Since then 'we have 'seen 
"call money," which is the money by 
which speculative -purchasos of stocks 
and shares are financed, as high as 
twenty-five per cent, iu New York, and 
we have also seen the 'Secretary oi the 
Trensnry coming to the relief of tho 
(banks by means of unprecedented rul- 
ings -which enable them to Tcry largely 
extend their loans. Tho United -..States 
has a currency systeni ot h. veiry i>6cullar 
automatic action. It expands where it 
should contract and it contracts whoro 
it bhoukl expand. It afiord«; no check 
upon inflation and is equally powerlese 
to mitigate the effects of eollapse. For 
something which most countries have to 
thank their currency system, the Unite'd 
'States has in this particular omergcncy 
to thank the personal initiative of Mr. 
Secretary Shaw. iWe have a doubt, 
however, -whether his action will not 
prove a palliative merely. Although a 
good curi'oiicy sy.steni has a toiuloney to 
limit inllatiou on tho one hand, and miti- 
gate the inevita'blo liquidation on the 
other, currency does not go to the root 
of either inflation or lii[uiil:ition, and 
iloc'S not contain tlieir elTiTtivc cnuse. 
If tho United States has been enabled 
to slide gracefully and easily down the 
hill from the giddy pinnnclo it had at- 
luincd, instead of beinir violently pre- 
cV.iitatcd to the 'liollDiii. :i .Lrrcut u'nin lias 
■been ukkIc, but down the L'niled States 
must go until the bottom 'hnij been reach- 
ed. It is now many years ago, but the 
greatest panic over known "vvas due to 
the oonvorsion of the coai-li i-Dud into 
tho railroad. That was a good thing. 
It enonmously increased the industrial 
dynamic of Great Britain, ibnt it was 
carried out more rapidly than the coun- 
try could afford, and a fearful crash 
preceded the reconstruction of transpor- 
tation- upon the new basis. The United 
.States has for a few years past heen 
occupied with a similar conyersiou, in- 
Tolviiif? the turniui.' of an ouonnous 
amount of taobile into fixed capital. It 
has he^p., reorganizing its industrial ma- 
chinery from the ground floor to the at- 
tic, niul (xinnocted Avitb the later stages 
of this operation have ibcen all the symp- 
toms prefacing a resultant crisis. The 
only question Is as to how severe or pro- 
longed it mny he. In what way will 
it affect .Canada? There has been al- 
ready, and there undoubtedly will be, a 
sympathetic disturbance. The element 
of speculators in Canada who deal in 
the United States market will receive a 
severe shaking out undoubtedly; ibut it

It has been freely "stated "that the' 
British 'Columbia miner has to pay a 

very much higher i>rice for 'dyimuiite 
than the miiun- in the Umited States, 
and tliat tho reason why he has to pay 
a higher price is that dynamite is pro- 
tected, and a Canadian monopoly is 
therefore able to charge the Anierieau 
price plus the .Cauadiuu duty. A some- 
what similar statement has been made 
In reference to mining candles. The 
cry has been raised that the mining in- 
dustry should be relieved by taking ofl' 
the duty ou powder and candles. These 
statements are untrue. Tho Nelson Tri- 
bune of -lih October says: 

Wallaee, Idaho, is tin' couimercial 
t'l'iili'o of the Cdour d'AIcne milling dis- 
trii-1, a dislriet that produces (ine-half 
iif tile silver-lead ore miniMl in the Unit- 
ed States. Ou Thursday of this week, 
Ilei'oulcs giant powder wa.s quoted in 
Walhue at 11 cents a pound. On tho 
sniuo da.v, the same grade of powder, 
niannfncturod in British Columbia, was 
.solUng in Nelson in carload lots (20,000 
poiuids) at 14 cents a i>ound, with 12 per 
cent. olT for cash at 'M days. The 
price for a ease or case lots is IG cents. 
.Minini: com|iaiiies, iike those numageil 
by .Mr. .Mi l ), maid and Mr. Kirby do 
nut Imy iiowder iu case lots, but in car- 
loail lots. These tiuotiitions are for a 
gra do of powder known as "-lO per 
cent." a grade that is used iu sloping. In 
developnieiii work, especially in hard 
roi'k. a higher '_'rado oi' p.iwdi'r is useil. 
ami if the grade used is "(ill iier cent." 
the Xvooti'iiay nuii^-owuor has a slight 
ftiivantage over the niiiie-owiioi' in 
Idalio. iis tho price is haspil on the por- 
ecntago of nitrn-^-lyccrine ill the powiler, 
and f(ir every 1(1 per (.cut. i:i e.\ci'ss .if 
the -til per cent, a cliai-ge of a cent and 
a half a pniind is iiuul.', whereas in the 
United Stales tho charge is one and 
thrce-iiiiartcr cents. 'I'lio prico of (III 
per cent., in carloa.l lots, is 17 cents in 
Nelson, whih' tlie price at Wallace is 
17' i cents. 

IHere is a free trade in powder argu- 
lueiit blown to atoms with a solid chiir^^e 
of fact. Candles are in a difTerent posi- 
lioii. The (Iiiodwiii candle, is to all iii- 
leiils and purposes a proprietary article 
like hhio's l.'ruit .Salt, I'ear's Soap', uv 
Beecliam'.s IMlls, and tho miner is not 
happy til! ho gets it. It is sold in Can- 
ada for th(> United 'States wholesale 
price idus tlie duty. If candles equal 
or similar to tho (ioodwin candle ciunot 
.10 maniifactured in Canada, and if 
Ciu;a..l'iaii miners cannot Ue satisfi»'d 
with a candle of Canadian. manufacture, 
tl'.eii there is no principle of protection 
involved in removing tlie duty on can- 
dles. Hut we do not know why an 
eipially good caudle should not be made 
in iCanada. Wo do know that it is not, 
and there may be some good and valid 
reason why it should not ho. ].;veii at 
its high price in Canada, the (ioodwiii 
candle is the least expensive in mines. 
But it should not be beyond Canadian 
inventlou to supply something ecjunlly 
good. Vet it is the fact that, certainly 
to within a few years ago, f.'anadiaii 
brands of caudles were, though ebeaper 
ill price, more expensive in use than 
the .Vinerican article. The duty 
makes the American candle more 
exiiensive. hut if wo lo.dc closer we sec 
that lit is the fact that Canada dn.'s 
11, it produce as good an article wldih 
alone gives the duty the power of doing 
so. If the Canailian candles wero as 
guild, the iirlce of candles would lie re- 
gulated in the same way as tlie price of 
dynamite, which .sells for the same jiri.-e 
in the two eonntrics. AVIiat would ball- 
pen if the duly were removed On dyna- 
iiiile'.'

Tho remains of the unfortuii;uo lire- 
man, J. li\ Lynch, who wu6 instuutly 
killed during an exhibition drill oC life- 
saving apparatus at the dJrunswick hotel 
ou :\\'eilnesday afternoon, were yester- 
day soiu lo SiHJkane for iuternieut. 

At the coroner's inquest, which was 
held iu tho morning, several witnesses 
Were examined. The jury consisted of 
John Sexton (foreman), James Hay, 
Theodore West, Horatio White, James 
Wilson und Geo. Brown. From the evi- 
dence of.'iiutt'er, the unfortunate victim's 
companion at the time of the accident, 
it was shown that the two men had not 
worked together before. In previous 
testa .,inado, Jn'. Spokane and iu other 
parts of "the State of Wnshingtou, tho 
apparatus was found to work satisfac- 
torily, and the accideut of Wednesday 
waa uot due iu any way vo defects in 
the appliance, but because deecajc-d had 
misjudged bis companion's position and 
pulled tUe latter from the -(viudow be- 
fore ho bud time to braco himself. 

Shortly before o'clock, the body of 
poor Lynch, which had been lying at 
dlanna's undertaking rooms was remov- 
ed lo tho headquarters' station, where 
services were conducted by Rev. Father 
Kennedy of the Roniim Catholic church. 
lEather ICenuedy's reference to the ac- 
cident was a most eloquent one, the un- 
certalntiea of life and the dangers which 
surround the yocotion o£ fireman being 
alluded to in terms whidi~;COmmouded 
the rapt attention of all present. 

The delegates to the convention of 
Fire Chiefs attended in a body, an<l 
marched at the head of the procession, 
which prec'cded by the City Hand and 
fiilliiweil by the entire apparatus of the 
local departraoiit, slowly wended its way 
on its sorrowful niissi.m lo the wliarf, 
ulirre Ihe remains weri. placed on liuaru 
the ^Majestic en route lo Spokane. Iu 
Seattle the body will lie taken in charge 
by Chief iJoyle, of the Spokane Firo 
da'partment.
